He 
informed Dr. Cheung regard¬ 
ing this the day prior to the 
award ceremony, and the sci¬ 
entist and his family will return 
to Aruba in June to receive his 
medal.

NYPD interviews registered owner of Volcanic ash prompts 
car bomb SUV Ireland to close its airports 


NEW YORK (AP) - Investiga¬ 
tors have spoken to the regis¬ 
tered owner of a sport utility 
vehicle that contained a home¬ 
made bomb in the failed Times 
Square terrorist attack, but he 
is not considered a suspect, of¬ 
ficials said yesterday. 

The car was registered in 
Connecticut, where the owner 
on record was questioned Sun¬ 
day night about what happened 
to the SUV since it was in his 
possession, according to law 
enforcement officials, who 
both spoke on condition of 
anonymity because the case is 
at a sensitive stage. 

The man was not consi¬ 
dered a suspect, but the offi¬ 
cials declined to say why, or to 
discuss any leads stemming 
from the interview. 

Paul Browne, the NYPD’s 
deputy commissioner for pub¬ 
lic information, would not give 
further details on the registered 
owner but said officials were 
still looking for the driver. 


The vehicle identification 
number on the 1993 dark-col¬ 
ored Nissan Pathfinder had 
been removed from the dash¬ 
board, but it was stamped on 
the engine and axle. Its license 
plates came from a car found 
in a Connecticut repair shop. 

Investigators were also 
looking yesterday to speak 
with a man in his 40s video¬ 
taped shedding his shirt near 
the sport utility vehicle where 
the bomb was found. 

The surveillance video, 
made public late Sunday, 
shows the man slipping down 
Shubert Alley and taking off 
his shirt, revealing another un¬ 
derneath. In the same clip, he 
looks back in the direction of 
the smoking vehicle and fur¬ 
tively puts the first shirt in a 
bag. 

Attorney General Eric 
Holder said yesterday that in¬ 
vestigators have some good 
leads in addition to the video¬ 
tape of the man. Holder said in 


Nashville braces for more 


river swells 



NASHVILLE, Tennessee (AP) 
- Nashville braced for more 
deaths yesterday as the flooded 
Cumberland River continued 
to swell, sending muddy water 
rushing through neighbor¬ 


hoods and into parts 
of the historic heart of 
Music City after a de¬ 
structive line of week¬ 
end storms killed 22 
people in Tennessee, 
Mississippi and Ken¬ 
tucky. 

The flash floods 
caught the city off¬ 
guard, and thousands 
of residents and 
tourists were forced to 
flee homes and hotels 
as the river rapidly 
spilled over its banks. 
Eleven of the 12 peo¬ 
ple killed in Ten¬ 
nessee drowned, including six 
in Nashville. 

Using motor boats, jet skis 
and canoes, authorities and 
volunteers rescued residents 
trapped in flooded homes on 


remarks to reporters that it is 
too early to say whether the in¬ 
cident was of foreign or do¬ 
mestic origin or to designate it 
as terrorism. 

Homeland Security Secre¬ 
tary Janet Napolitano said yes¬ 
terday that no suspects or 
theories had been ruled out. 
"Right now, every lead has to 
be pursued," she said. 

And investigators had not 
ruled out a range of possible 
motives. The Pakistani Taliban 
appeared to claim responsibi¬ 
lity for the car bomb in three 
videos that surfaced after the 
weekend scare, monitoring 
groups said. New York offi¬ 
cials said police have no evi¬ 
dence to support the claims. 

Peter King, the top Repub¬ 
lican on the House Homeland 
Security Committee, said yes¬ 
terday on Fox News that there 
was no intelligence chatter be¬ 
fore Saturday, making a for¬ 
eign connection unlikely.

DUBLIN, Ireland (AP) - Ire¬ 
land's Aviation Authority said 
yesterday it was banning all 
flights in and out of Ireland 
this morning because of a re¬ 
newed risk of volcanic ash 
drifting south from Iceland. 

All flights to and from Irish 
airports will be banned from 7 
a.m. to 1 p.m. local time Tues¬ 
day (2 a.m to 8 a.m EDT), the 
authority said in a statement. 
The restrictions will not affect 
planes flying over Ireland from 
Britain and Europe. 

"The decision is based on 
the safety risks to crews and 
passengers as a result of the 
drift south of the volcanic ash 
cloud caused by the northeast-

In mid-December of last year, 
Aruba’s water and power 
provider, Water-en En- 
ergiebedrijf Aruba N.V., WEB, 
unveiled their first major re¬ 
newable energy source: Vader 
Piet Windmill Park. It was also 
the first major public appear¬ 
ance of WEB’s new director, 
Oslin J. Boekhoudt. Jossy 
Lacle, the face of WEB for 19 
years, had reached retirement 
age in October and gladly 
handed over the baton to his 
successor, who has decades of 


experience in the management 
of such facilities, spending the 
last three as Routine Mainte¬ 
nance and Turnaround Man¬ 
ager for the Valero Refinery. 

Director Boekhoudt, AKA 
“O.J.” to his colleagues and 
friends, confirmed during an 
interview with THE MORN¬ 
ING NEWS that he will con¬ 
tinue with the goal of his 
predecessor; moving Aruba to¬ 
wards independence from fos¬ 
sil fuels, which is not only 
healthy for the environment, 


but as the past two years has 
shown, economically sound. 

TMN: What do you see as 
the priorities and major proj¬ 
ects for WEB in the immediate 
future? OJ: We need to con¬ 
tinue reducing our fuel con¬ 
sumption; it is the greatest 
threat to our production, now 
responsible for 70% or more of 
our costs. It has a major impact 
on our bottom line, particularly 
the price fluctuations. When 
oil spirals to over $100 dollars 
a barrel it really affects us. 
Based on that, our main strat¬ 
egy is to reduce that consump¬ 
tion and still maintain the same 
production capability. 

Aside from the wind park, 
we are also changing water 
production to reverse-osmosis 
instead of steam, which re¬ 
duces energy consumption 
costs by 75%, and continuing 
to change the technology that 
produces power. In all aspects 
we are moving away from en¬ 
gines to more efficient meth¬ 
ods. We already have on R/O 
plant in operation and are 
working on a second; this will 
be much bigger than the first. 

TMN: Renewable energy is 
on everyone’s mind; what do 
you perceives as the most fea¬ 
sible projects for Aruba? 

OJ: We have a main strate¬ 
gic plan called Energia Aruba 
2025, which is our guideline 
towards less dependency on 
fossil fuels. The main thing is 
that alternate energy projects 
are financially feasible. We 
have done many studies of all 
the possible sources. Presently, 
what appears to be one of the 
most likely to work is Sea 
Water Air-conditioning. “Deep 
Sea Cooling” uses the cold 
water from the deeps and 
sends it to major consumers, 
such as the resorts. The water 
would cool the air and reduced 
energy consumption greatly 
over using compressors. 

TMN: What renovations 
would this require from the re¬ 
sorts? OJ: Some re-tubing 
and re-engineering in the 
rooms; but it would be a 
win/win situation for the re¬ 
sorts. We are studying if Aruba 
has the conditions to allow for 
this, and if it can be economi¬ 
cally justified, as there is al¬ 
ways the bottom line. 

TMN: Many people have 
expressed Aruba could easily 
take advantage of solar power; 
China and Russia are depend¬ 
ing on it, so why not Aruba? 


OJ: These nations 
have huge uninhabited land 
masses where they can build 
solar fields capable of power¬ 
ing entire cities; Aruba’s land 
is at a premium, this is a major 
obstacle. They also have huge 
economies to invest the bil¬ 
lions required; Aruba again, 
does not. Also we need to pay 
attention to our climate. It may 
be quite healthy to live in, but 
the environment is very corro¬ 
sive. Many things being man¬ 
ufactured outside are not for 
our conditions. Whenever they 
start manufacturing for spe¬ 
cific areas, it becomes very ex¬ 
pensive. Again, we are looking 
at the bottom line. When bal¬ 
ancing out the cost of running 
miles of cable to isolated areas, 
then it may be more feasible 
for individuals to install per¬ 
sonal wind turbines or solar 
chargers, but there are always 
maintenance and material is¬ 
sues. Alternative energy has to 
be tailor-made, and when you 
go that way you lose the econ¬ 
omy of mass production as the 
product must be manufactured 
to suit your particular environ¬ 
ment and economy, and there 
is always the issue of a back¬ 
up energy source. None of 
these sources are adequate on 
their own, there always must 
be a back-up for when the 
wind falls or there are days 
with heavy clouding. People 
say “wind is free” and I answer 
“so is gas and oil-in the 
ground.” It is extracting those 
sources that produce the costs. 


Additionally, we are not 
like large countries with a con¬ 
tinental grid, we do not have a 
back-up grid to rely upon 
when power shuts down. For 
us, redundancy is important. 
Being small and independent 
has its advantages; but it also 
requires certain considerations. 
Aruba has a very good record 
in the past ten years for relia¬ 
bility once the initial renova¬ 
tions and expansion projects 
were completed. 

TMN: What can con¬ 
sumers do to reduce costs? 

OJ: Manage your consump¬ 
tion. Manage use of water and 
power; make smart decisions- 
don’t waste, and be sure to ex¬ 
ploit the latest technology. 
Heat producing appliances, 
microwaves and blow dryers, 
for example, require enormous 
amounts of energy. Proper in¬ 
sulation on ceiling and walls 
will result in less power 
needed to cool the home. 

Consumers can save up to 
50% by examining and curb¬ 
ing wasteful energy use. Com¬ 
paring the region, Aruban 
households have the highest 
energy demands of the three is¬ 
lands. We use on the average 
700 KW per home each month, 
and despite Curacao having a 
similar culture, their average 
consumption is only 400 KW. 
This should prompt Arubans to 
examine their homes and con¬ 
suming habits and see what 
they can do to reduce their en¬ 
ergy bills. When you use more, 
you pay more, it is that simple.

The traditional opening cele¬

Key speaker 
for the morning was Presi¬ 
dent of Parliament Andy Lee, 
who spoke of Aruba’s love 
for Holland and their Queen 
despite having achieved an 
independent status in the 
kingdom twenty-four years 
ago.

Apple sells 1 million iPads, Wii Back in Black with New Sports 
outdoing first iPhone Resort, MotionPlus Bundle 



CUPERTINO, Calif., - 
Apple Inc. said Monday that 
is has sold 1 million of its 
new iPad tablet computers in 
the month after its launch, 
meaning it’s been selling 
more than twice as fast as 
the iPhone did when it was 
new. 

Apple said it reached the 
milestone on Friday, when 
the new 3G model of the iPad 
was delivered to its first buy- 


cess AT&T's cellular 
broadband network. The 
first models had only 
Wi-Fi access. 

"One million iPads in 
28 days — that's less 
than half of the 74 days 
it took to achieve this 
milestone with iPhone," 
said CEO Steve Jobs. 
Demand keeps exceed¬ 
ing supply for the tablet, 
he added. 

The iPad went on 
sale in the U.S. on April 
3. Apple has already the 
delayed the interna¬ 
tional launch of the device, 
saying sales in the U.S. were 
unexpectedly strong. It's 
planning to start taking orders 
for the iPad from interna¬ 
tional buyers on May 10. 

In morning trading, Apple 
shares rose $3.01 to $264.10. 

The iPad is half an inch 
thick and has a 9.7-inch 
screen. The Wi-Fi-only mod¬ 
els start at $499, and the 3G 
models at $629. 


Firing a precision-control 
salvo at Sony and Microsoft's 
upcoming motion-sensing 
products, Nintendo says it'll 
upgrade its Wii sales pack to 
include the Wii MotionPlus 
snap-on and a copy of Wii 
Sports Resort, effective May 
9. Those "upcoming motion¬ 
sensing products" would be 
Sony's 'Move' and Microsoft 
'Natal', which we'll hear more 
about in June, and hopefully 
see firsthand when the holi¬ 
days roll around. 

The MotionPlus, which 
actually debuted back in June 
2009, pairs a dual axis tuning 
fork gyroscope with the Wii 
Remote's inbuilt accelerome¬ 
ter, allowing for more precise 
motion capture. It’s a godsend 
in games like Tiger Woods 
PGA 10, if, like me, you 
loathe the imprecision of 
every other Wii-based wood- 
and-iron swinger. 

The only downside, and 
it's a doozy, is that in nearly 


12 months on the market, 
only a few games support the 
MotionPlus, ranging from a 
handful of winners (Red 
Steel 2, Tiger Woods PGA 
Tour 10) to a handful of los¬ 
ers (James Cameron's Avatar, 
Racquet Sports) to five or six 
take-em-or-leave-ems in the 
mediocre column. A failure 
as developer support goes? 


Hard to say. I tend to think so, 
but what do I know, save that 
the often ridiculed Virtual 
Boy had more games in the 
bag 12 months out. 

The Wii will now also ship 
in two colors—white or black- 
-adding to the company's ex¬ 
panding line of cosmetically 
kaleidoscopic peripherals.

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15 years after treatment, smokers 
more likely to have a new tumor, 
study finds 



Breast cancer survivors who 
smoke are at increased risk 
for a second cancer, a new 
study shows. 

Researchers followed 
women who were diagnosed 
with early-stage breast cancer 
and underwent breast-con¬ 
serving therapy, which con¬ 


sists of a lumpectomy fol¬ 
lowed by radiation therapy. 

Fifteen years after treat¬ 
ment, the overall risk of de¬ 
veloping a new, second 
cancer was 25 percent in the 
796 smokers and 19 percent 
in nonsmokers. The risk of 


developing cancer in the 
breast that hadn't been treated 
for cancer was 13 percent for 
smokers and 8 percent in 
nonsmokers. 

"These new data are sig¬ 
nificant in that they show 
women can exercise some 
control over a known risk 
factor for developing a new 
second cancer," senior inves¬ 
tigator Dr. Bruce G. Haffty, 
associate director of the Can¬ 
cer Institute of New Jersey, 
said in a news release. 

The study was to be pre¬ 
sented at the annual meeting 
of the American Radium So¬ 
ciety, May 1 to 5 in Cancun, 
Mexico. 


Vitamin E shows promise for treating 
liver disease 


LOS ANGELES - People 
with a common, obesity-re¬ 
lated liver disease that has no 
known treatment got a sur¬ 
prising benefit from vitamin 
E pills, researchers reported. 

It appears to be the first 
time that a vitamin supple¬ 
ment has been shown to help 
treat a major ailment not 
caused by a nutrient defi¬ 
ciency. However, doctors 
warned that this does not 
mean people should automat¬ 
ically take vitamin E since 
some research suggests it 
might raise the risk of other 
problems. 

The latest study tested it 
for nonalcoholic fatty liver 
disease. Fat buildup can 
cause the liver to become in¬ 
flamed and scarred over time 
and in severe cases, to fail. 

The disease usually devel¬ 
ops in people who are mid¬ 
dle-aged and overweight or 
obese. Up to 5 percent of 
Americans have the most se¬ 
rious form of it, and as many 
as 20 percent have fat in their 
livers but no organ damage. 

In the study published on¬ 
line in the New England 
Journal of Medicine, 247 
adults with advanced fatty 
liver disease were randomly 
assigned to take a high dose 
of vitamin E (800 interna¬ 
tional units), the diabetes 
drug Actos or dummy pills 
for nearly two years. 

The vitamin and drug 
were tested because earlier 
research suggested liver cell 
deterioration and insulin re¬ 


sistance might be involved in 
the development of the dis¬ 
ease. 

Biopsies before and after 
treatment showed that liver 
function improved in 43 per¬ 
cent of those in the vitamin E 
group compared with 19 per¬ 
cent in the placebo group. 

"In all honesty, I was sur¬ 
prised," said the lead re¬ 
searcher, Dr. Arun Sanyal of 
Virginia Commonwealth 
University. "A vitamin has 
not been previously used to 
cure a serious disease" that is 
not caused by a deficiency. 

Vitamin deficiency has 
been blamed for a range of 
health problems from rickets 
and osteoporosis from a lack 
of vitamin D to scurvy from 
not enough vitamin C. 

Study participants on the 
diabetes drug Actos also im¬ 
proved, but to a lesser degree 
and with a drawback: gaining 
10 pounds on average, which 
remained even after they 
stopped taking the drug. Four 
people who took vitamin E 
developed diabetes, but the 
study was too small to deter¬ 
mine if the vitamin played 
any role. 

The National Institutes of 
Health was the study's main 
sponsor. A U.S. subsidiary of 
Japan-based Takeda Pharma¬ 
ceutical provided the drug 
and California-based supple¬ 
ment maker Pharmavite sup¬ 
plied the vitamin E capsules. 
Sanyal, the lead researcher, 
has received consulting fees 
from Takeda and other drug 


companies. 

Liver expert Dr. Sammy 
Saab at the University of Cal¬ 
ifornia, Los Angeles, believes 
vitamin E could potentially 
become the initial treatment 
for advanced cases of the 
liver problem. 

"For patients who are re¬ 
ally at risk of progressive 
liver disease, I think it's 
worthwhile. For the vast ma¬ 
jority who just have fatty 
liver, I'm not sure it will help 
them at all," said Saab, who 
had no role in the study. 

Dr. Zobair Younossi, exec¬ 
utive director of research at 
the nonprofit Inova Health 
System in Virginia, said peo¬ 
ple with nonalcoholic fatty 
liver disease at the very least 
should make lifestyle 
changes such as eating a 
healthy diet and exercising to 
shed the pounds. 

While vitamin E may help 
certain people with obesity- 
related liver disease, "I 
wouldn't get started on high- 
dose vitamin E without dis¬ 
cussing it first with a doctor," 
said Younossi, who has no 
connection to the research. 

In recent years, hype over 
vitamin supplements in treat¬ 
ing major diseases has not 
panned out. A 2008 study 
found that vitamins C and E 
pills do not ward off heart 
disease in men and vitamin E 
even appeared to raise the 
risk of bleeding strokes. An¬ 
other study found the same 
supplements do not help pre¬ 
vent cancer in men.

'As the World Turns' 
matriarch Wagner dies at 91 


NEW YORK CITY (AP) - Ac¬ 
tress Helen Wagner, who 
played mild-mannered Nancy 
Hughes on the CBS soap opera 
"As the World Turns" for more 
than a half-century and spoke 
its first words, has died at age 
91. 

She died Saturday, said the 
show's New York-based pro¬ 
duction company, TeleNext 
Media Inc., which didn't say 
where she died or what was the 
cause of her death. 

Wagner opened "As the 
World Turns" when it pre¬ 
miered on April 2, 1956, with 
the words: "Good morning, 
dear." She held the Guinness 
World Record for playing the 
same role on television for the 
longest amount of time, 54 
years, TeleNext Media said. 

"All of us at 'As the World 
Turns' are deeply saddened by 
Helen's passing," executive 
producer Christopher Gout- 
man said in a statement. "She 
is loved by generations of fans, 
and while we will miss her 
greatly Helen will always re¬ 
main the heart and soul of 'As 
the World Turns.'" 

Wagner, bom in 1918, stud¬ 
ied drama and music at Mon¬ 
mouth College in Illinois, 
graduating in 1938. She ap¬ 
peared on Broadway in the 
1940s, including a small role 
in the musical "Oklahoma!"

In 2002 Wagner received a 
plaque on the Buddy Holly 
Walk of Fame in her home¬ 
town, TeleNext Media said, 
and in 2004 she was awarded a 
Lifetime Achievement Award 
from the National Academy of 
Television Arts and Sciences. 

She married producer 
Robert Willey in 1954, and 
over the years he served as her 
manager and agent as well as 
producing some of her stage 
appearances.

"It doesn't only mean that 
we help Greece, but that we 
stabilize the euro as a whole, 
which helps people in Ger¬ 
many," said Merkel, who, 
along with Germany, had been 
battered by critics for dragging 
its feet on any decision until 
Greek bonds were relegated to 
junk status last week.

BP says it will pay for Gulf 
spill's cleanup 



Faint streaks of oil sheen flow in the water 


VENICE, Louisiana (AP)_ - 
BP PLC said yesterday that it 
will pay for all the cleanup 
costs from a massive oil spill 
in the Gulf of Mexico that 
could continue spewing crude 
for at least another week. 

A fact sheet on the company 
website says BP takes responsi¬ 
bility for the response to the 
spill after the offshore drilling 
rig explosion and will pay com¬ 
pensation for "legitimate and 
objectively verifiable" claims 
for property damage, personal 
injury and commercial losses. 
President Barack Obama and 
several attorneys general have 
asked the company to explain 
what that means. 

"We are responsible, not for 
the accident, but we are re¬ 
sponsible for the oil and for 
dealing with it and cleaning the 
situation up," chief executive 
Tony Hayward said yesterday 
on ABC's "Good Morning 
America." He said the equip¬ 


ment that failed and led to the 
spill belonged to owner Trans¬ 
ocean Ltd., not BP, which ope¬ 
rated the rig, the Deepwater 
Horizon. 

Guy Cantwell, a Trans¬ 
ocean spokesman, responded 
by reading a statement without 
elaborating. 

"We will await all the facts 


before drawing conclusions 
and we will not speculate," he 
said. 

A board investigating the 
explosion and oil leak plans to 
hold its first public hearing in 
roughly two weeks. The cause 
of the April 20 explosion, 
which killed 11 workers, has 
not been determined. 


Auto industry on road to recovery but 
pace slows 


DETROIT, Michigan (AP)- 
The U.S. auto industry stayed 
on the road to recovery in 
April, but it eased up on the 
gas pedal a bit. 

Ford Motor Co. saw last 
month's sales rise 25 percent 
from a year earlier, while Ge¬ 
neral Motors Co. climbed 6.4 
percent. Hyundai, Subaru and 
others also continued to see 


gains from last year. 

All automakers report their 
U.S. sales yesterday, and to¬ 
gether they're expected to out¬ 
pace last April, when the 
industry was hurt by the eco¬ 
nomic downturn. 

But the industry overall 
may not be able to maintain the 
pace of March, when big sales 
promotions led by Toyota 


Motor Corp. fueled higher 
sales. The Japanese automaker 
needed to lure buyers after suf¬ 
fering a series of safety recalls 
beginning last fall. 

As buyers' expectations for 
even better deals grew, de¬ 
mand slowed from March and 
some automakers eased up on 
promotions. 


Economic outlook is cautious even 
with spending up 


WASHINGTON (AP)- Facto¬ 
ries are churning out more 
goods. Consumers are spend¬ 
ing. Government aid is fueling 
construction activity. But stag¬ 
nant pay and weak hiring will 
likely restrain the economic re¬ 
bound in coming months. 

That cautionary picture 
emerged from a series of eco¬ 
nomic reports yesterday. 

Consumers stepped up their 
spending in March by the 
largest amount in five months. 
Yet the increase was financed 
out of savings. Incomes rose 
only slightly. 

Unless employers boost pay 
and ramp up hiring, econo¬ 
mists say consumer spending 
will likely taper off and 
dampen the recovery. 

The construction industry 
remains a concern, too. Indus¬ 
try spending rose 0.2 percent in 
March, the first increase in five 
months, Commerce said. But 
all the strength came from gov¬ 


ernment activity — much of it 
related to temporary stimulus 
money that's expected to run 
out soon. By contrast, construc¬ 
tion by the private sector fell to 
the lowest level in a decade. 

One sector that's helping 
drive the recovery is manufac¬ 
turing. Factory production in 
April grew at the fastest pace 
in nearly six years, according 
to the Institute for Supply Ma¬ 
nagement, representing pur¬ 
chasing executives. Its manu¬ 
facturing index rose to 60.4 in 
April from 59.6 in March — 
the ninth straight month of 
growth. A level above 50 indi¬ 
cates expansion. 

Companies are rebuilding 
their inventories as demand for 
goods rises. New orders, a 
gauge of future production, 
jumped to 65.7 from 61.5 in 
March, according to the report. 

The fastest-growing indus¬ 
tries were clothing makers and 
producers of nonmetallic 


goods such as glass, mineral 
wool and ceramic products 
used in construction. Makers 
of wood products, the petro¬ 
leum and coal sector, and plas¬ 
tics and rubber manufacturers 
also reported strong growth. 

But economists caution that 
the overall picture is clouded 
by a weak hiring outlook. A re¬ 
port Friday is expected to show 
no change in the nation's 9.7 
percent unemployment rate.

UN: No comprehensive 


climate deal this year 



KOENIGSWINTER, Ger¬ 
many (AP) - The United Na¬ 
tions chief negotiator on 
climate change says there will 
not be a comprehensive deal to 
fight global warming this year. 

Yvo de Boer told reporters 
in Germany yesterday the next 
U.N. climate change confe¬ 
rence in Cancun, Mexico, in 
December will provide a "first 
answer" on greenhouse gases 
"but it will not provide an an¬ 
swer that is good enough." 

The U.N. climate chief says 



a good outcome of Cancun 
would be decisions on an "op¬ 
erational architecture on cli¬ 
mate change" with an actual 
treaty coming later. 

He says he expects such an 
international climate treaty be¬ 
fore the end of 2012, but even 
that will "not be the definitive 
answer to the climate change 
challenge." 

"The perfect is the enemy 
of the good," de Boer said, 
adding that the Cancun summit 
should aim to set initial goals 
on the reduction of greenhouse 
gases, financial aid for poorer 
countries and the transfer of 
"green" technologies to the de¬ 
veloping world. 

However, he conceded that 
Cancun would be just one step 
of many, and said it was too 
soon to reach agreement on 
ways to limit greenhouse gas 
emissions to a level that would 
help halt global warming. 

"The battle to address cli¬ 
mate change is a longer one," 
the UN climate change nego¬ 
tiator added. 

De Boer said earlier this 
year he will resign July 1. 


Housewives, bankers battle 
in Chavez militia 



CHARALLAVE, Venezuela 
(AP) - A 54-year-old house¬ 
wife fires the machine gun for 
the first time, lets loose a thun¬ 
derous burst of gunfire and 
beams with satisfaction. A boot 
camp instructor shouts, "Kill 
those gringos!" 

Thousands of civilian vo¬ 
lunteers in olive-green fatigues 
are training over the weekend 
at a Venezuelan army base, 
where they learn to crawl 
under barbed wire, fire assault 
rifles and stalk enemies in 
combat. Known as the Boliva¬ 
rian Militia, this spirited group 
of mostly working-class men 
and women — from students 
to retirees — are united by 
their militant support for Pre¬ 
sident Hugo Chavez and their 
willingness to defend his gov¬ 
ernment. 

From what exactly? 

Chavez has repeatedly 
warned of potential threats: the 
United States, U.S.-allied 
Colombia and the Venezuelan 
"oligarchy," as he labels oppo¬ 
nents. He has called on recruits 
to be ready to lay down their 
lives if necessary to battle "any 
threat, foreign or domestic," 
even though Venezuela has 
never fought a war against an¬ 
other nation. 

In the meantime, the militia 
is a practical tool for Chavez to 
engage his supporters, rally na¬ 
tionalist fervor and intimidate 
any opponents who might con¬ 
sider another coup like the one 
he survived in 2002. One close 
aide, Public Works Minister 
Diosdado Cabello, said there 
are already 120,000 in the 
militia and that it could grow 
to 200,000. 

Chavez opponents call 
those figures grossly exagge¬ 
rated, but they’re still alarmed 
that government loyalists are 
being armed across the coun¬ 
try. They also condemn the 
more than $4 billion that Cha¬ 
vez has spent on Russian wea¬ 
pons, including guns, helicop¬ 
ters and Sukhoi fighter jets 
which now sometimes thunder 


over Caracas. 

The militia "is a personal 
army, a Praetorian Guard," 
said retired Rear Adm. Elias 
Buchszer, a Chavez opponent. 
He said despite Chavez’s talk 
about repelling a U.S. inva¬ 
sion, the militia is really aimed 
at maintaining control, keeping 
him in power, and "making the 
country fear that if anything is 
done the militiamen are going 
to come out." 

Members of the volunteer 
force range from the unem¬ 
ployed to electricians, bankers 
and social workers. Most of 
those interviewed during the 
training in April said they ei¬ 
ther benefit from free state 
education programs or work as 
public employees. They aren't 
paid to attend events but re¬ 
ceive about $7 to offset trans¬ 
portation costs. 

As part of the training, they 
line up at a firing range aiming 
decades-old, Belgian-made 
FAL rifles at red bull's-eyes on 
paper targets 80 yards (75 me¬ 
ters) away. They practice reac¬ 
ting to an ambush in the forest, 
camouflaged with mud- 
smeared faces and with dry 
grass stuck in the collars of 
their uniforms. 

They crouch for cover be¬ 
hind a pig pen and fire blanks 
into an abandoned building in 
a mock raid on hostage-takers. 
Spent shells clink onto the con¬ 
crete as shots echo through the 
building, and one man shouts 
"all clear!" 

Their instructors, including 
both experienced militia troops 
and army officers, say one ob¬ 
jective is to ready them for a 
war of resistance against an oc¬ 
cupying force. They allude to 
insurgents battling U.S. troops 
in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

Chavez addressed an esti¬ 
mated 35,000 militia members 
at an outdoor rally on April 13, 
the eighth anniversary of his 
return to power after the failed 
2002 coup. Wearing the red 
beret of his army years, 
Chavez unsheathed a sword

that once belonged to the 19th- 
century independence hero 
Simon Bolivar — the inspira¬ 
tion for his Bolivarian Revolu¬ 
tion movement — and held it 
up as he swore in militia 
troops. 

"You should be ready to 
take up the arms you have 
there at any time and go out to 
give your lives, if you have to, 
for the Bolivarian Revolu¬ 
tion!" Chavez bellowed. He 
said without giving details that 
he is sure some opponents 
hope to assassinate him. 

"If they were to do it ... 
there are my militias, there are 
my people. You know what 
you would have to do: Simply 
take all power in Venezuela, 
absolutely all! Sweep away the 
bourgeoisie from all political 
and economic spaces. Deepen 
the revolution!" he told the 
crowd. 

Some who belong to the 
militia say Venezuelans have 
nothing to fear, that their only 
purpose is to protect the coun¬ 
try and that their guns are 
locked away in military depots 
when not in use. They also 
carry out missions including 
standing guard at state-run 
markets, and say they would 
be prepared to respond in 
earthquakes or other disasters. 

Others are trained in how to 
safeguard Venezuela's oil in¬ 
dustry and keep fuel flowing in 
the event of a conflict. 

Perhaps most important for 
some, they feel empowered be¬ 
cause Chavez has included 
them in this effort. 

"We aren't here because 
anyone forced us to be. We're 
here because we're patriots," 
said Maria Henriquez, an un¬ 
employed 44-year-old who 
emerged covered with dust 
after crawling through a trench 
under barbed wire. As for 
Chavez, she said, "We'd give 
our lives for him." 
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Bucks hope to build on unexpected 
success 


MILWAUKEE(AP) - Even 
with Andrew Bogut healthy, 
the Milwaukee Bucks weren't 
supposed to do much this 
season. 

They certainly weren't ex¬ 
pected to make the playoffs 
or throw a serious scare into 
the heavily favored Atlanta 
Hawks in the first round, not 
after Bogut was lost to a 
gruesome arm injury near the 
end of the regular season. 

So when the undermanned 
Bucks took an unlikely 3-2 
series lead before losing the 
last two games, they reignited 
Milwaukee's largely latent 
NBA fan support and briefly 
took center stage in a 
crowded local sports scene. 

"It was great," Bucks 
coach Scott Skiles said Mon¬ 
day as players cleared out 
their lockers. "That's what 
was so disappointing about 
Game 6. You could tell, it 
was palpable, the disappoint¬ 
ment after the game in the 
locker room." 

Skiles said he'll be 
"haunted" by those last two 
losses for a while, but the 
way the season ended doesn't 
detract from a team that tried 
hard on defense, rebounded 
well and didn't get derailed 
by individual players' agen¬ 
das — not exactly the sorts of 
things the Bucks were known 
for before Skiles came to 
town. 

"It all kind of fell into 
place," Skiles said. "The 
main thing is, we didn't have 
what I guess I'll call the typi¬ 


cal NBA issues that crop up 
on teams, the agendas and 
things that go on a lot that are 
just human nature-type 
things. It was a really, really 
good group to coach." 

Now with Bogut expected 
to be fully healed in time for 
next season's training camp 
and guard Brandon Jennings 
coming off a brilliant rookie 
year, the Bucks will have a 
good chance to build on their 
success and aim even higher 
next season — and, perhaps, 
make Milwaukee more of a 
basketball town along the 
way. 

"It's just the beginning," 
Jennings said. "Buckle up, 
because it's going to be a long 
ride." 

But will John Salmons be 
sitting shotgun? 

Bucks general manager 
John Hammond acquired 
Salmons in a trade deadline 
deal with Chicago, landing a 
versatile scoring threat the 
team sorely needed. Salmons 
was in the middle of a so-so 
season for the Bulls but flour¬ 
ished after the move to Mil¬ 
waukee. 

"Chicago wasn't going 
well," Salmons said. "But 
coming here just turned my 
season around." 

Bogut, Jennings and other 
Bucks players said it was crit¬ 
ical for the team to bring 
Salmons back. 

Salmons has a player op¬ 
tion for next season, or he can 
opt out of his contract to be¬ 
come a free agent. Salmons 


acknowledged that opting out 
was "a pretty good option" 
but wasn't by any means rul¬ 
ing out a return, noting that 
the Bucks could contend with 
Bogut healthy. 

"To have him back next 
year, who knows? We could 
become a real threat to teams 
in the East," Salmons said. 
"We've got to see what hap¬ 
pens." 

Skiles expects Salmons to 
test the market. 

"We certainly have great 
interest in John," Skiles said. 
"I mean, that goes without 
saying. He's been our kind of 
player." 

As it turns out, so was Jen¬ 
nings, who was seen as a risk 
when the Bucks took him 
with the No. 10 overall pick 
in the draft. 

All he did was put up a 55- 
point performance just weeks 
into his NBA career, go on to 
start every game for the 
Bucks and prove himself to 
be a capable point guard on 
both ends of the floor. 

Confidence never was a 
problem, either. 

Jennings will spend the 
offseason putting on some 
muscle and working on his 
midrange jumper. 

Meanwhile, Bogut isn't 
quite sure when he'll be able 
to resume working on his 
game, but has vowed to be 
healthy in time for preseason 
training camp. He can't help 
but wonder what would have 
happened in the playoffs if he 
hadn't been hurt. 

"I think we scared the day¬ 
lights out of Atlanta for that 
series," Bogut said. "Would I 
liked to have been there? Ob¬ 
viously. It's a frustrating 
time." 

Bogut's injury interrupted 
what was by far his best sea¬ 
son since the Bucks took him 
with the No. 1 overall pick in 
the 2005 draft. 

"He is the key, the center- 
piece, to everything the 
Bucks do," veteran Jerry 
Stackhouse said. 

While Bogut was highly 
visible during the Bucks' 
playoff run, fellow injured 
player Michael Redd wasn't 
around the team. Redd sus¬ 
tained a season-ending left 
knee injury for the second 
straight year, and Bogut ac¬ 
knowledged that not even 
Redd's teammates are sure 
he'll make it back.

The Quail Hollow Cham¬ 
pionship had already been 
decided when Mickelson 
came to the 18th hole in a tie 
for second with Angel Cabr¬ 
era, five shots behind winner 
Rory Mcllroy. The final 
birdie that made him solo 
runner-up gave him enough 
extra points for a chance to 
rise to No. 1 at the TPC Saw- 


grass. 

Woods, who missed the 
cut last week for only the 
sixth time in his career, has 
been No. 1 the last five years. 

Mickelson is trying to be¬ 
come only the 13 th player to 
be No. 1 since the rankings 
began in 1986, and he has 
momentum on his side. He 


won The Players Champi¬ 
onship two years ago, and he 
is coming off a Masters vic¬ 
tory and a runner-up finish at 
Quail Hollow. 

“I’m glad that this first 
tournament went well, be¬ 
cause after a couple weeks 
off after a big high like Au¬ 
gusta, you never know where 


the game is going to be at,” 
Mickelson said Sunday. “And 
the way that I played and kept 
the ball in play and hit good 
shots, I’m looking forward to 
next week.” 

Woods is coming off the 
highest 36-hole score of his 
career at Quail Hollow. He 
shot a 79 in the second 


round—the second-highest 
round as a pro—and missed 
the cut by eight shots. 

Woods arrived on Monday 
for a practice round with Rod 
Pampling. 

It is rare for Woods to 
show up at regular PGA Tour 
events on Monday, although 
he said last week before leav¬ 
ing Quail Hollow that his 
home course at Isleworth is 
torn up at the moment be¬ 
cause of renovations. 

This is the second time in 
the last two years that Woods’ 
top ranking was on the line. 
Last year at Doral, Sergio 
Garcia could have become 
No. 1 with a victory in the 
World Golf Championship 
provided Woods was 27th or 
worse. In that situation, how¬ 
ever, Woods had never fin¬ 
ished out of the top 10 at 
Doral. 

While he won The Players 
Championship in 2001, this is 
the only tournament where 
Woods has finished out of the 
top 20 at least five times. Last 
year, he played in the final 
group (five shots behind Alex 
Cejka), but closed with a 73 
to finish eighth.
